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SAVING OF LABOR ON. THE FARM 
» UNDER WAR TIME CONDITIONS 


SUGGESTIONS FOR 


\ ‘ = Sie P 
Proper Rotation of Crops, Performing the “Work of the Farm at 
Definite Periods, and Cultivating a Spirit of Co-Operation in 
The Neighborhood, Will Help Solve the Problem 


Economy of labor may be practis- 
ed all the year round on the farm, 
Jor even in winter there is much re- 
pair work that can be done to advan- 
tage. The problem of fitting in the 
different operations to avoid conges- 
tion at any time is thoroughly dis- 
cussed in a circular issued from the 
University of Illinois, A summary 
ef the circular is as follows: 

The problem during the war-is that 
the now already overworked farmer 
must produce more, with less and 
poorer quality of help. Hence we 
oy seek the solution of the prob- 
lem from the following soufccs; 

1, In the more even distribution of 
Jabor throughout the growing seasou 
by means of a good rotation of crops. 

2. The equipping of every farm la- 
borer, with enou i horse power and 
with the size and type of machine-y 
that will cnable him'to do the great- 
est possible amount of work. 

3. The planning of all the farm 
work so that every operation that is 
not definitely fixed as to time or sea- 

may be fitted in between the 
usicst periods when every minute 
may be of special importance in pro- 
ducing or saving a crop. 

4. The practice of letting live stock 

rvest crops and feed themselves so 
far as is practicable. 

5. The use of a careful follow-up 
system to help in planning and. exe- 
cuting the work from week to week 
and from .day to day. ; 

The labor required to produce 
practically. all farm crops is required 
at a relatively short period, hence. we 
should select _¢rops and so arrange 
them in thé rotation that certain 
Operations which must be performed 
may not conflict with certain opera- 
tions in the production of other crops. 
For instance, wherever possible, win- 
ter wheat should be included in the 
rotation, becauce the seeding time is 
in the fall when no other work is 
urgent and the “harvest also comes 
before the harvest of the spring 
grain. 

One-fifth to one-fourth of the acre- 
age of a farm should consist of some 
legume—first, from the standpoint of 
fertility, and, second, from the stand- 
point of labor, 

The amount of labor that can be 

erformed by one man_ depends 
foeely on the number of horses and 
size of machinery he can handle to 
advantage. One man can often do 
the work of two by driving one and 
leading a team attached to another 
machine, Farmers ‘should not: hesi- 
fate to buy large-type machinery be- 
cause of high prices. The-time sav- 
ed by the use of large.machinery has 
also doubled in value. Furthermore, 
the question of increasing food pro- 
duction should be given a preference 
over the question of profit. 

In order that a farmer may reap 
the best. results from: lis labors; *a 
large part of the farm work must be 
performed at defialtewieriadsd(T Heres 

h 


fore, such work as has ro definite 
time, such ‘as repairing tachinery, 
fences, tools and hauling manure, 


should not be allowed: to. interfexe 
with planting, caring and harvesting 
of crops. All farmers practise this 
arrangement of work to a certain ex- 
tent, but none have reached the stage 
where no. more improvement is. pos- 
sible. 

The practice of letting live stock 
harvest crops should be more exten- 
sively used. This applies particularly

feed consumed can be made this way 
then by hand feeding methods. The 
Practice of grazing cattle on legumes 
should be more common, hoth froin 
the standpoint of labor and that of 
restoring fertility. 

In order to use labor to best ad- 
vantage, work must. be carefully 
planned ahead. The chief advantage 
of a carefully made plan at the be- 
ginning of the year, and a follow-up 
system to keep tab on the work from 
day to day, is that it keeps before 
the operator the things that need to 
be done. This will help him in de- 
ciding which needs. to be done first 
anc in fitting the various jobs to- 
gether in such a way that the great- 
est amount of work may be done 
with the time and energy available. 

Odd jobs, if neglected, become fix- 
ed work after a time; and’ every such’ 
miscellaneous joh that has been neg-, 
lected on rainy days means practically 
a waste of time’ if done at a time 
when every hour is of greatest im- 
“portance in producing or saving a 
crop. 

A shortage of farm labor will still 
exist "in wartimes even by practising 
the strictest economy. To supply this 
shortage we must draw. from other 
sources, Many retired farmers, even 
if physically unfit for hard labor, will 
be valuable in directing unskilled la- 
bor, and practically are skilled men 
in managing farms and handling ma- 
chinery, «. The riish season.on the 
farm is invariably the dull season for 
merchants in the small towns, Here 
is an opportunity for the merchant 
to be of real service to the farmer by 
allowing some of his help to supply 
tlie labor shortage on the farm at this 
time, Here is an opportunity for the 
merchant to become ‘an associate. of 
the farmer rather than a rival, 

It is up to the farmer to use the 
high school boy’as much as possible 
even though he isn’t the-cheapest and 
most satisfactory kind of help, The 
inexperienced boy of ‘today is the 
skilled farm hand of tomorrow, Thus, 
by employing boys of the town we 

: accomplish» two purposes, namely, 
eupplying the present neéds and sup-

plying trained fliclp for the future. 
City bey. carefully selected and care- 
fully trained will make very satisfac- 
tory farm hands. 

Many industries that have no direct 
bearing on production will, as the war 
continues, be more and more cur- 
tailed, and men engaged in these in- 
dustries will do’ well both by them- 
selves and their country to get into 
some productive industry as soon as 
possible. 

The present wage of the¢tarm hand 
compares favorably with other occu- 
pations, and that will do much to- 
wards supplyin the shortage of 
farm help. This shortage has been 
a most troublesome problem ever 
since the war began and becomes in- 
creasingly serious. No one knew how 
we would get through the season of 
1917, but American farmers harvest- 
ed the biggest crop on record, In 1918 
they have duplicated that perform- 
ance, In 1919 they can again be 
counted on to solve the problem in 
some manner, 


Germany Must Deal Directly With 
the “Misters” of Embattled 
Democracy 


In the determination of  civiliza- 
tion’s peace terms with the beaten 
autocrats of Germany the Lansdow- 
nes and the Milners hold no commis- 
sion to represent the allied democra- 
Junkerdom has had its day. 
Rightful conditions prevail. The 
“Misters” are the men of the hour. 
They are the accredited representa- 
tives of the people. 

The London Advertiser makes a 
significant point when it calls atten- 
tion to’the fact that the terms of 
peace will be decided, in so far as any 
individual may be said to have a de- 
ciding part in them, by Mister David 
Lloyd George, Mister Georges Cle- 
menceau, and Mister Woodrow Wil- 
son, 

There is not, our contemporary ob- 
serves with satisfaction, a duke, or a 
count, or even a baron, to consult on 
the allied side. Germany must deal 
directly with the “Misters” of em- 
battled democracy, rather than with 
the “Highnesses” and “Excellencies” 
and “my Lords” of privileged autoc- 
racy. 

It may have happened thus. But a 
liberty-loving civilization which. un- 
sparingly pours out its best blood to 
“mike the world safe for democracy” 
is glad of the happening.—Toronto

Tanks Save Allied Troops 


One Battalion Saves 1,000 Casualties 
Every Day Former are in 
Action 

Thirty-six tanks, one~ battalion, 
save at least a thousand casualties ev 
ery day they are in action. 

The British war expert who made 
fhis statement while discussing the 
present allied offensive, .continued: 

“We have used in the fighting. to 
date only a fraction of the men the 
enemy has been accustomed to em- 
ploy for similar offensives, and we 
have made up the difference largely 
Withtanks,- Since the ultimate vic- 
tory will fall to the side with the 
biggest reserves, the more tanks we 
have the more assured’ our ~ victory.

“Unsinkable” Ship Sinks 

The American steamship Lucia 
equipped with buoyancy boxes an 
supposed to be unsinkable, has been 
sunk, accdérding to word received)in 
shipping circles, She was torpedoed 
by a submarine in the Atlantis, but 
details as to the date’ of the sinking 
and the fate of-the crew are lacking. 
The Lucia, formerly an Austrian 
freighter of the same name, left an 
Atlantic port with cargo on Oct, 12, 
The-vessel, taken over at Mobile, 
Ala., when the United States entered 
the war, as equipped at a cost of 
more than $200,000 with an “unsink- 
able” device approved by naval offi- 
cials for, experimental purposes, 
The Lucia, a vessel of 6,744 gross

An inspection of numerous Ger- 
man posters in. Belgium discloses 
that wherever the death penalty for

Bruges. In addition to the visible 
evidence it was. testified to by M. 
Echevin, one of the aldermen, who 
attended the . execution of Captain 
Fryatt, the mastér of the British 
steamer Brussels, as the representa- 
tive of the city. The alderman said 
Capt. Fryatt bravely looked straight 
at his firing squad. An hour after his 
execution an order that he be not 
shot arrived from Germany. The 
alderman said t' at between 15,000 and 
20,000 marks monthly were collected 
from citizens of Bruges as fincs, 
Food conditions during the Ger- 
man occupation, M, Echevin con- 
tinucd, were not bad, because the 
district is an agricultural one, There 
was no looting in the city before the 
Germans left. But there was no use 
for looting, for everything desired 
by the Germans previously had been 
requisitioned, even pianos, pictures 
and frying pans. The last company 
leaving the town destroyed every- 
thing the men could reach, They 
even went down the streets breaking 
windows with their rifle butts. 
On Oct, 1, according to the alder- 
man, the Germans apparently feared 
outbreaks, for orders were posted all 
over the town inviting the people to 
remain quiet, adding that the smallest 
demonstrations would be dealt with 
by artillery: fire, “All residents were 
ordered to remain indoors from 
o’clock at night until 6 o’clock in the 
morning. ‘Phose found in the streets 
between these times wha were with- 
out authorization would be fired upon 
the order added.

The pilot throttled the en- 
gine, swept down to the ground and 
anded in a field near a wood where 
the observer jumped out. The pilot 
put on the engine and climbed into 
the air again, while the observer ran 
into the wood and began to creep 
quietly through it to the river. He 
arrived on the bank of the river a 
few hundred yards from the bridge. 

“Wading waist ep in the water, 
he began to walk* along as quietly 
as he could in the shadow of the 
bank toward the bridge. Meanwhile 
while the pilot was attracting the at- 
ention of two guards stationed at 
the bridge flying around and around 
a few hundred yards above it and 
firing his machine gun at it, a 
loaded troop train whith was about 
to pass stopped, and the men crowd- 
ed to the windows to see what was 
happening. The airman dropped a 
couple of bombs near the train. The 
observer, who had been creeping un- 
noticed up to the bridge was now! 
underneath it, feverishly prying out 
a brick from one of the arches. At 
last he got it out and put in its Place | 
a strong explosive charge. Above 
him he could hear the clamor of ‘the! 
circling airplane, the tapping of the} 
machine gun and the crash of an- 
other bomb, 

He quickly started the fuse and 
began'to retrace his steps, through 
the water, When far enough away 
from the bridge he climbed up thej 
bank, hurried through the wood and 
field and waited. Soon he saw the 
machine co ‘1g down and landing. 
It ran along toward him and. -he 
climbed in, The next moment the 
men saw a great red flash light up 
the woods and heard the roar of the 
exploding charge under the bridge. 
The pilot pushed forward the throt- 
tle, the airplane rushed over the 
grass and then shot up in the air. 
Below lay the dim wood and the glit- 
tering river which is now crossed by 
no hard black line for the centre sec- 
tion of the bridge was missing and 
the damaged train facing the gap 
could not pass.”

ONLY WAY TO MAKE AMENDS FOR WRONGS DONE 


The New York Outlook Suggests a Line of Action Thiat Might 
Be Taken in Order to Secure Reparation for Some of the 
Pi Loss Through the Ravages of the Enemy 


It is just that Germany repair, as 
far as money can repair, the damage 
she has inflicted upon France © and 
Belgium. Her obligation to furnish 
such reparation is explicitly recogniz- 
ed by the Hague convention which 
she has signed, and in the case of 
Belgium by the statement made by 
the German prime minister to the 
Reichstag at the opening of the war. 

It is just that she give to the allies 
from her ports a ship for every one 
which she has lawlessly sunk at sea. 

It is just that the cost of this re- 
paration be made to fall as far as 
possible on the individuals in Ger- 
many who are responsible for the 
conduct of the war rather than on 
the common people who have been 
coerced or deluded into giving it their 
support, 

Therefore it would be just to take 
possession of Germany as Germany 
took possession of Beigium, and -eon- 
fiscate the property of the war lords 
including the kaiser, confiscate the 
Kiupp works and all other munition 
factories, confiscate the landed pro- 
perty of the Junker class without 
whose support the war would not 
and could not have been’ maintained, 
and use the proceeds of these con- 
fiscations in paying the damages due 
to Belgium and France. 

It would be just to split the great 
estates into small holdings and sell 
them to peasants on some adequate 
security that they would occupy and 
cultivate them. This would be just 
because such a peasant occupation ot 
the land would be the best practical 
guarantee agaist militarism in the 
uture, 

It would be just to dismantle the 
forts, reduce thé fleet, and do what- 
ever ig necessary in the disorgan- 
ization or reorganization of the army 
to give réasonable assurance that it 
would not and could not be again 
used-in a war of conquest, 


It would be just ‘to bring to trial 
and condign punishment any who, in 
violation of the laws of war and of 
the explicit convention of the Hague 
signed by Germany, have been guilty 
of the crime of murder, 

In short, it would be just to put 
Gérmany in the hands of a receiver 
who would pay its just debts to 
France and Belgium and in the hands 
of a guardian who would provide pro- 
tection for the German~people and 
from the madmen 
who *hasc pankhioted stheir Father- 
land and brought upon the civilized 
world, this unparalleled tragedy.

And it would be just to restore to 
France the territories of Alsace and 
Lorraine, of which Germany robbed 
her in 1871; and it would not-be 
just to restore to Germany any of 
the colonies of which she has been 
deprived by this war unless the citi- 
zens in those colonies consented by a 
free and untrammeled vote to come 
again under German sovercignty. 

We are not saying that the course 
which we have outlined would be 
expediont: we are simply saying that 
it would be just. It would meet the 
definition furnished by the president 
in his address of September 28: “A 
erica that plays no favorites and 
nows no standard but the equal 
rights of the several peoples con- 
cerned.” It would accord with Just- 
inian’s definition of justice: “A con- 
stant and perpetual will to render to 
each one his own right.”—New York 
Outlook.

United States Fisheries Bureau 
Indignant 

One hundred and fifty “blackfish” 

(or about that number) ran ashore 


and were stranded on the beach ot 
Nantucket Island recently, 
This becomes more _ interesting 


when it is tinderstood that blackfish 
are not fishes at all, but small whales 
from fifteen to forty feet long and 
weighing from one to three tons 
apiece, 

vhey were driven up on the beach 
by fishermen and allowed to die 
there—just for sport. No use was 
made of them, The huge carcasses 
simply rotted and poisoned the air. 

The meat of these whales was 
worth in the market twenty-five 
cents a pound. Their hides, for leath- 
er, were worth eight cents a pound. 
The oil derivable from their jaws (the 
finest known for certain lubricating 
purposes) was worth $8 a gallon, 


This is “conservation” Massachu- 
setts style. Naturally the United 
States fisheries bureau is indignant. 


So likewise the food administration. 
But what can they do about it? 

In 1879 1,500 blackfish ran ashore 
at Provincetown, near the tip of Cape 
Cod, They all went to waste, No- 
body had the gumption to turn them 
to any useful account,

The Saskatchewan government is do- 
ing the same. During the weck just 


past a trainload of cattle and sheep, 


containing 300 head of the former and 
2,400 head of the latter, was for- 
warded from Calgary, Alberta, to 
Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, to’ supply 
the demands of the farmers in the 
district tributary to the latter city. 
The live stock commissioner of that 
province has been scouring Canada, 
and parts of the United States for 
suitable stock to fill orders his de- 
partment has received from farmers 
in Various parts of the province. Nor 
has Alberta been backward in 
movement to supply stock to farmers 
on terms that will enable them to get 
During the month 
of September not less than $29,739 
was lent to farmers of the province 
under the provisions of its “Cow 
Bill,” for the purpose of securing cat- 
tle, and 513 head were purchased with 
the sum and distributed in various 
districts. ‘ 

The wonderful opportun s for 
live stock raising in Western Canada 
are clearly recognized by thos in 
authority and:in view of this fact, and 
the absence of unfavorable conditions, 
the industry is certain to grow to a 
far greate® importance than it has 
yet reavhed,

‘ And Varied History 


Was Turkish Military Station for 
300 Years DY 


Among Serbian citics the little 
town of Nish, which has just been 
recaptured by the Serbians is only 
surpassed in strategic importance by 
the capital of the country, Belgrade. 
It lies at a point where several of 
the great highroads of ‘the Balkan 
peninsula converge, and it is at Nish 
that the line for~Salonika branches 
off from the main railway between 
Belgrade and Constantinople, Be- 
fore the war it was the custom of 
the king and his court to spend 
three months of the year at the lit- 
tle city on the banks of the Nishava, 
and it was to Nish that the Serbian 
overnment retired when Belgrade 
ad been finally occupied in the au- 
tumn of 1915, 


Like so many other towns in the 
Balkans, Nish is a place of very 
great antiquity. It was mentioned as 
an important place by Ptolemy of 
Alexandria, and it was under the 
walls of Nish, the Naissus of the 
Romans, in the year A.D. 269, that 
the great battle was fought in which 
the Emperor Claudius destroyed the 
army of the Goths, Some two hun- 
dred years later came the invasion 
of the Huns, din the centuries 
that followed h shared to the full 
in all the warfare which swept back 
and forth over the Balkans, until that 
final silence created by the Ottoman 
flood in the fifteenth century. 

It was in 1375 that the Turks first 
captured Nish from the Serbians. In 
1443 the allied armies of the Hun- 
garians under Hunyady and the Ser- 
bians under George Brankovich re- 
took it, but 12 years later, it came 


under the Turkish ‘dominion again 
and remained for more than 300 
ears, one of the most -important

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ning of the nineteenth century, hav- 
ing successfully risen against their 
Ottoman oppressors and swept them 
from the country, made strong ef- 
fort to capture Nish, they were re- 
pulsed with great loss. It was not 
until the Russo-Turkish war in 1877 
that the city finally came into the 
hands of the Serbians. By the treaty 
of Berlin in 1878 Serbia was con- 
firmed in its possession, 

To what extent the little town has 
suffered by the Austrian occupation, 
it is impossible to say. In the early 
days of the war, before the Aus- 
trians actually captured the city, its 
accommodation was sadly overtaxed 
by the tremendous influx from Bel- 
grade. No less than 30,000 people 
fled before the Austrian advance and 
settled in Nish or its neighborhood. 
Fifty visitors would have severly ov- 
ertaxed the hotel accommodations of 
the Nish of those days and the effect 
of an invasion of 30,000 may be bet- 
ter imagined than described, Speak- 
ing of his visit to the city at this 
time one writer says: “Having ob- 
tained excellent sleeping. accommoda; 
tions—on the floor of afriend’s house 
—the writer went in search of suste- 
nance among the several eating 
houses of the city, The hubbub 
emanating therefrom beggars des- 
cription, and the memory of the re- 
past is one which will never be ob- 
literated.

Prices and Regulations Adopted by 
Western Province 


Regulations have been adopted by 
an/order in council of the licutenant- 
porerior of British Columbia provid- 
ng bounties as follows: Mature coy- 


otes $2, young coyotes $1; mature 
timber wolves, black or grey, $10, 
young timber wolves $5; matu 


cougars $15; young cougars $7.50; 
big-horned owls or snowy owls $1. 
The head or carcass of the owl, and 
in the case of animals the pelt, must 
be produced, An applicant for a 
ounty, unless he be an Indian, must 
offer for inspection his firearms Il- 
cense or badge, Any person  pur- 
chasing a pelt from an Indian may 
obtain the bounty for the Indian by 
producing the pelt. Justices of the 
eace or Bounty Commissioners are 
required to. examine both ears of 
each pelt of every timber wolf or 
couger, and if a hole be found in 
either ear the Sagar. for bounty 
is to be refused, If the cars are 
found intact, a hole is to be cut in 
the left ear; Any government agent 
can pay the bounty on coyotes if 
the application and certificate, to- 
gether with the pelt, have been pro- 
duced,

of the calls of European neutrals 
for increased supplies now that the 
submarine menace has passed. ” 

What this means to the Canadian 
farmer is that there will be no 
slackening in. the demand for his 
grains. Wheat will be needed in 
as large quantity next year as this, 
and meats will also be in quite as 
great demand as ever, -if not, in- 
deed, more so, With reference to 
cattle, hogs and sheep there is great 
danger of most serious shortage, be- 
cause of the disposition of so many 
small hqlders to sacrifice their 
breeding stock, because * feeding 
costs are high. and feed is scarce, 
This is a suicidal policy, and both 
the American and Canadian gov- 
ernments are doing ing they can to 
combat it. 

We must continue to conserve 
with food, and we must continue to 
produce to the limit if we are to 
finish the big job we started four 
years ago with honor to the coun- 
try and credit to ourselves. To do 
so is a patriotic duty. It is also a 
profitable undertaking. There will 
be no slaughter prices in either 
cattle or grain for some years to 
come in Canada, and every man 
engaged in production in these di- 
rections will be asured a good 
profit on his investment. It is not 
a matter of speculafion any longer.

Taking No Chances 


In Oriental Countries Simple Precau- 
tions are Perverted 


Frenchmen do not drink much 
water—clear, plain, uncooked and 
uncombined water, says Youths’ 
Companion, In the French villages 
where United States troops are quart- 
ered cvery precaution is taken to 
safeguard the troops from drinking 
from unsafe or dubious wells. If the 
water is under sus,icion, it may not 
be used until after it has been boil- 

» ed 

The conservative older _ villagers, 
Peasants who scorn hygienic innova- 
tions and think the ways of _ their 
grandfathers qi ‘te good enough for 
them, regard all this testing, pla- 
carding and sterilizing as nothing but 
nonsense—funny when it is not ex- 
asperating. 

In one village, besides troops, 
there were at one time a good many 
refugees, being cared for by a grouy 
of American Red Cross workers, who 
were especialfy anxious that the suf- 
fering, underfed, exhausted children 
should be supplied with milk. Milk 
was very hard to obtain, for there 
were almost no cattle left; but one of 
the workers heard of a good cow 
owned by an aged peasant and his 
wife, atid went to interview them. 
The conversation took place beside 
théir well — situated none too far 
from the barnyard, and __ placarded 
with a hastily scribbled sign: This 
well unsafe without boiling. 

When the Red Cross worker asked 
the old man to set a price upon the 
Precious milk, he replied, with a 
shrug and a smile: 

“Nothing, monsicu — for the sick 
little ones, not a son—only I must 
ask monsieu to promise not to boil 
my cow!” 

4 In more primitive villages than 
those of France, in Oriental coun- 
tries, simple precautions are per 
verted almost as wildly, in entire 
simplicity and dead earnest, as the 
ironic suggestion of the old French- 
man. Who could say that those 
Malays might not actually try to boil 
a cow, who, in time of cholera, bid- 
den to drink boiled water, attempted 
to drink boiling water—and killed

Thanks to England 


American Paper Draws Attention to 
Help Rendered by British 
Navy 


Most Americans have had an idea 
that the United States had reached a 
point in naval . onstruction where, if 
it could not furnish most of the 
transports to carry its soldiers over- 
seas, at least it could provide the des- 
troyers to conyoy the transports. Of- 
ficial figures disclose™how erroneous 
this opinion is, 

Last month America furnished thie 
ships—including the German liners— 
for about 40 per cent. of the troops 
transported, while of the convoying 
so far done, 70 per cent. is credited 
to British vessels, 

It is worth while to bear these fig- 
ures in mind for two reasons. In the 
first place, they will help us under- 
stand the magnitude of Britain's 
help to us in getting our nien to 
France, and in the second place, they 
will emphasize the need of maritime 
preparedness. We have now been at 
war for a year and a half. In that 
time we have been feverishly build- 
ing merchant -essels and destroyers, 
with all our enormous energy, “And 
yet the bulk of the work at sea still 
falls on our great ally. 

A nation simply cannot prepare for 
war after war comes, unless it has 
powerful friends able to do the fight- 
ing for it for considerably more than 
a year—Kansas City Star,

Bank View of Crops 


Retirns are Satisfactory in Quality 


*and Yield T 


The Monthly Commercial Letter 
of the Canadian Bank of Commerce, 
in its summary of the business in 
Canada, thus sets out the conditions 
of crops and agriculture generally; 
“It is difficult to arrive at a definite 
conclusion as to the actual volume 
of the crop. It is now apparent, 
however, that it will considerably ex- 
ceed the estimates formed during the 
bad weather of July and the carly 
part of August, as is shown by tke 
demand for farm help in practically 
every part of the Dominion, and by 
the renewal of orders for general 
merchandise and for articles that 
cannot be ranked as necessaries 
which had been cancelled owing to 
the anticipated failure of the crops. 
The keenest demand exists in the 
wheat districts of the prairies, Con- 
sidering the weather conditions which 
have prevailed, the returns are satis- 
factory in both quality and yield, 

The rains materially improved the 
outlook for fodder and root crops. 
Manitoba, British Columbia and New 
Brunswick will all have,a large sur- 
plus of potatoes, Fodder, corn and 
roots in Ontario, and pasturage in 
the southern districts of the western 
prai.ies, have recovered substantially 
from the unfavorable weather condi- 
tions during July, and the selling of 
unfinished stock will thus be check- 
ed, “At Calgary the volume of cattle 
marketed at the close of August 
was three times greater than in the 
previous year, yet no serious reces- 
sion in prices took place, Where feed 
is plentiful the number of livestock 
being marketed is either normal or, 


because of increased production, 
slightly greater than a year ago, 
When three-year-old steers fresh 


from the prairic pastures bring $170 
each, as they did in ‘Lloydminster, 
Sask., late in Atigust, there can be 
little doubt as to the future of the 
cattle industry on the prairies. One 
railway system carried 1,363 cars of 
cattle in 1917 as compared with 7 


245 in 1916, an inerease of 57 per 
cent, while the increase in western 
dairy produce shipped was 15 per 


cent.”

Foch Gives Credit 
To British Premier 


Says to Lloyd George Belongs Much 
of Praise for the Victories 


Marshal Foch, generalissimo of 
allied armies, replying to the fe- 
tions of David Llyod George on 
sixty-seventh birthday on Octo- 
2, gave the British premier credit 
placing him in supreme com- 
mand, according to the text of tele- 
grams made public by the British bu- 
reau of information, 

The message from 
read: 

“Please accept my sincere con- 
gratulations on your birthday. I feel 
a particular pleasure in addressing 
you at the moment when the <llied 
armies under your direction are 
making so formidable a change in 
the military situation. I do not know 
whether I should the more admire 
your isarvellous skill as a command- 
er or your indomitable courage and 
the unquenchable faith in victory 
of this war.” 

Marshal Foch replied: “Tam 
greatly touched by your congratula- 
tions and thank ' you sincerely, I 
do not forget that it is to your in- 
Sistence that I owe the ‘position 
which I occupy today. The sure

Transp.anting Wild Rice 


Not Difficult to Grow the Plant If It 
Is Properly Handled 


+ 

Wild rice grows in many parts of 
Western Canada, and its value 4s 
food for wild water fowl has sug- 
gested to many people the possibil- 
ity of transplanting it to sloughs and 
stream. where it is not now founa, 
Several parties have gathered  sced 
this year and interest in planting it 
seems to have been aroused in many 
parts of the west. It is not difficult 
to grow this plant if it be properly 
handled 

Although wild rice does not grow 
naturally in every suitable place 
within its range, in most cases it can 
be'made to do so by transplanting t 
various tribes of Indians, and inves- 
tigations conducted by the bureau af 
plant industry have shown that with 
proper treatinent of the seed the 
plant may be propagated in any fav 
orable waters in t'e country. It 
also been successfully grown in Eur- 
ope. 

Wild rice thrives best upon a mud 
bottom (though it has been known to 
grow in sang); this may be under- 
lain by various soils, but there should 
be a layer of mud at least from two 
to four inches deep and preferably 
deeper. Wild rice usually does not 
do well where there is much current 
or change in the level of the water, 
atlhough it grows abundantly on tide 
flats, It must be remembered that 
wild rice is not adapted to stagnan: 
water, From four inches to six feet 
of\water are about the limits of tts 
usual occurrence, and it does best 
in from one to three fect. In shallow 
water it may be killed by “heat i 
summer, so it is best, in southern 
localities especially, to sow the seed

The Contractor Idea as Applied to 
Farming Is a Good One 


Many a club or business men’s 
committee in the towns and citics of 
Canada could aid greater. war-time 
production on the farms if they would 
adopt the “tractor and contractor” 
idea, which has been -installed in 
i oatreal and adopted in Chatham, 

nt. 

The contractor idea as applied to 
farming is simply this: A club of 
business men in a town form a little 
company, with a capital of perhaps 
$10,000." ‘They buy a tractor ata cost 
of about $1,000, and utidertake to 
Plow idle land or re~ular land on a 
contract, They employ a practical 
man as their contractor, a man who 
has been used to handling lahor and 
getting things done. The war has 
altered the activities of many such 
men. Railway contracting, bridge 
building and such work has been 
greatly limited by reason of the de- 
mands of the war upon .capital, upon 
labor and upon other energies of the 
people. 

In Montreal, Mi J. P, Anglin, the 
well known enginecr and building 
contractor, has undertaken a big con- 
tract to plow idle acreage near Mont- 
real, and a syndicate of business men 
has been formed to do similar work 
in icent county, Ont. These ex- 
amples might well be followed 
throughout Canada,

Well-lighted and heated hotels ané 
restaurants will be unknown in Eng- 
and this winter, The rationing of 
hotels and restaurants and the cater- 
ing trade generally, under the fuel 
and lighting order is being specially 
dealt with by the coal controller, who 
urges proprictors of these establish- 
ments to assist in every way by care- 
ful use of coal, gas and electricity, 
and asks the public to co-operate by 
not demanding fire and light that can 
possibly be done without.

More Particulars About the Ancient 
Gun Captured by the British 


An interesting tropliy from Meso- 
potamia is now to be'seen on the 
Horse Guards Parade, This is a 
bronze Persian gun weighing alvout 
five tons, which was captured by the 
British forces on their entry — into 
Bagdad under Licut.-Gen. Sir Stan: 
Téy Maude, K.C.B., C.M.G, 
the 11th of March, 1917, The king 
fraciously accepted this gun from Sir 
Stanley Maude and tlfe British forces 
in Mesopotamia, and desired that on 
arrival in. England it should be plac- 
temporarily on the Horse Guards 
Parade that it might be casily acces- 
sible and seen by all. The carriage 
on which it is mounted is only a 
makeshift and was-not captured with 
the gun. The inscription on the Praga 
is as follows:

The way in which the cost of cer- 
tain articles is affected by wages and 
transportation is well illustrated in 
the case of butter required for im- 
portation into British Columbia. It 
is reported that it is cheaper to sup- 
ply the Pacific coast trade in Britisn 
Columbia and much of the demand 
of the Prairie Provinces as well with 
butter from New Zealand than from 
Montreal. The cost of cold storag- 
ing Eastern Canada’s June and july 
butter for winter shipments to | the 
Canadian West offsets the duty from 
New Zealand, while the ocean freight 
to Vancouver is less than the rail 
charges from ‘Montreal to the west: 
Moreover, New Zealand's buttex ar- 
rives in Canada through the medium 
of suitable refrigerating tempera- 
tures in the storage rooms of the big 
ocean freighters, in a delicious “fresh 
grass” butter taste. 

“New Zealand,” says a recent ob- 

server, “is & small colony, but it is 
very glish in its tastes and cus- 
toms. We have heard that society 
there is managed after the British 
pattern, and the table servings and 
colonial appetites are quite as patri- 
Otically loyal. They have marmalades 
and -preserves and puddings in New 
Zealand, whereas the Canadian eats 
canned fruit and pie. Accordingly, 
like his British forbears; the New 
Zealander abhors much salt in his 
butter. , . 
“T have never been able to under- 
id ‘thesEnglishman’s dislike for 
oning in his food, The. French 
live just across the channel and sea- 
soning is with them.a fine art, Per- 
haps the damp sea air has something 
to do with it. It is said that in many 
localities in England the cattle do 
not lrave to be salted; tliey get all the 
salt they require ready served in the 
pisture, 

“Be that as it may, the English- 
man, when he comes out by the tens 
of thousands into Western Canada, 
brings his national tastes with him, 
and decidedly prefers New Zealand 
butter to ours because of its fresh- 
ness. So altogether, with the sweet 
quality of the product of our little 
colonial sister and her firm footing, 
throu~h ocean rates, in our market, 
and the sturdy backing given her by 
the’ Many British who are within our 
gates, the New Zealanders have en- 
tirely set the standard for Canadian 
butter, and they have set it fresh, 

“Time and again I hear Ontario 
people complain about our creamery 
butter being so saltless — they will 
hunt up home dairy butter any time 
in preference to the creamery on that 
account. But there is no use. The 
New Zealander has commanded, “No 
salt—or very little of it.” So we may 
as well come to time and learn to 
like butter the way we must have it.”

Independence by Washington 


It will come as a surprise to most 
peas to learn that the seal used 
y George Washington when signing 
the Declaration of Independence in 
1776 is not in the archives at Wash- 
ington. When the epoch-making doc- 
ument was signed, Washington used 
his own private seal, the matrix — of 
which is of onyx, and on it engraved 
an eagle. After adding his signature, 
as a matter of course, Washington 
retained the seal, probably thinking 
little or nothing of its historic value. 
At his death, having no children, the 
seal passed, either by bequest or in 
the ordinary way of succession, to his 
adopted daughter, who in turn gave 
it to one of the d’Hautpoul family, in 
whose hands it has remained ever 
since, or, at least, until recently, when 
the Comtesse d’Hautpoul presented it 
to Mr, Shatp, the United States am- 
bassador in Paris, as a national heir- 
loom.
